The first J saw, listing the 


100 best movies of the century, 
I gave but a passing glance. 
Just enough to confirm that at 
least two of my own favorites 
didn’t appear and that a num- 
ber I consider, at best, medio- 


cre, were well-raised. So, dif- 
ferent strokes for different 
folks, I thought. 


However, my reaction to the 
next list, the 100 best novels of 
the 20th century — which by 
the way, isn’t over yet — was 
sonrewhat different. The list 
was compiled by Modern 
Library (Random House) edi- 
torial board members and a 
goodly number of those given 
high ratings were published by 
that firm. To say I was vexed 
would be putting it mildly, and 
I wasn’t alone 

While I tend to read more 
non-fiction than fiction, I took 
a count and discovered that I 
had read 60 of the listed 100. 
Actually, 60-and one-half, if 
you count ‘fFinnegan’s Wake,” 
which I gave up on about mid- 
way through. The judges 
seemed to have a dedication to 
the works of James Joyce, 
incidentally, placing ‘Ulysses’? 
as numero uno and “Portrait 
of the Artist as a Young Man” 
as third best. ‘“Finnegan’’ 
made number 77, for that mat- 
ter. Predictably, ‘“The Great 
Gatsby” was high on the list 








(though I would have expected 
No. 1, rather than No. 2). Not 
that I agree, but after ail, it’s 
the darling of a lot of people 
who have read little else. 
Almost as popular as Joyce 
was D.H. Lawrence (three 
books) and Joseph Conrad 
(four novels), but down the list 
a bit. I wouldn’t argue with 
Conrad’s listings, but I can 
only be thankful’ they didn’t 
include ‘Lady Chatteriy’s Lov- 





er,’’ one of the silliest books 
I’ve ever read.

Styron, who was one 
of the judges, admitted to the 
system’s imperfections and 
made a sensible conclusion 
that all lists are weird and 
weird in different ways. 

Pacified by Styron’s com- 
mentary, I FINALLY came 
across the best and funniest of. 
’93’s ‘‘lists.”’ This one was. 
printed in Entertainment: 
Weekly and was titled ‘‘The 
Fifty Greatest Lists of All 
Time.” It was a hoot and 
made my day. Included were 
the 10 Commandments, ‘‘Schin- 
dler’s List,’’. Martin-Luther’s 
95 Theses, Santa’s list of who’s 
naughty or nice, “1,001 Lew- 
dest Limericks,’” “50 Ways to 
Leave Your Lover,’’ Fortune 
500 and Forbes 400, the 12 days 
of Christmas, Joe McCarthy's 
list of Communists, Marlon 
Brando’s grocery list, and, last 
but far from least, Franz 
Liszt. I would have given

Summer offered movie for every taste 


But some got buried as ! = ws 
the competition heated up. : we. 
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This summer’s movies 
weren’t for the faint-hearted, 
what with all the flying 
meteors, whizzing German 
bullets, slashing swords, lethal 
black goo and that rampaging 
lizard. 

And yet people went to see 
them, and in droves. There 
was something for every taste, 
no matter how bad, and at 
least two serious Oscar 
contenders emerged, unusual 
for the popcorn season. 

With so much on the menu, 
however, there was the 
constant challenge to stand 
out, and more than.a few films 
got buried, leaving the 
summer with many winners 
and losers. Among them: 

WINNER: The audience. 
The summer season is usually 
noted for its sequels and 
mindless action movies — not 
to mention mindless action 
sequels — and certainly the 
summer of 1998 had its share, 
from “Lethal Weapon 4” to 
“Godailla.” But quality also 
could be found in such 
Oscar-worthy fare as “Saving 
Private Ryan” and “The 
Truman Show,” raising the 
bar for the fall ‘‘quality” 
season. 

The summer also offered one 
of the funniest comedies in 
some time, “There's 
Something About Mary,” as 
well as one of the better 
Disney animated features, 
“Mulan,” and not one but two 
movies about menacing space 
debris in “Armageddon” and 
“Deep Impact.” 

Movie-goers responded to the 
selection kindly. The summer 
is the biggest on record in box 
office anlars, unadjusted for 
inflation, at $2.16 billion from 
Memorial Day weekend 
through last weekend, 10 
percent ahead of last 
summer's $1.96 billion, the 

revious record summer. An 
this year’s figure doesn’t 
include a good chunk of the 
$139,6 million gross for ‘Deep 
Impact,” because the film 
opened two weeks before 
Memorial Day weekend. 

LOSER: The blockbuster. 
Goodbye “Men in Black,” 

oodbye “The Lost World: 
Jurassic Park,” goodbye 
“Independence Day.” The era 
of the $200 million-plus 
super-hit died in the icy waters 
that claimed “Titanic”? — at 
least for now.

‘unique, magnificent’

ALTON — A “unique and 
magnificent” exhibit about the 
Mississippi River will greet the 
public at the Melvin Price 
Locks and Dam Visitors 
Center, a team of businessmen 
and educators said Wednesday. 

“These will be the kind of 
exhibits you see at the St. 
Louis Science Center and 
Zoo," said Jack Jacoby, 
president of the new Meeting 
of the Rivers Foundation. 

The foundation will work 
with the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, which administers 
the site, in a partnership, The 
$7 million visitors center is 
expected to open next spring. 

The group kicked off a 
campaign Wednesday to raise 
$5 million for exhibits. 

‘We will try to make this 
something unique and 
magnificent,” Jacoby said. 

Jo Ann Harmon, senior vice 
president at Emerson Electric 
Co, in St. Louis, joined Jacoby 
in signing an agreement for 
the foundation. Signing for the 
corps was Maj. Gen. Phillip R. 
Anderson and Col. Thomas J. 
Hodgini. 

U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello, 
D-Belleville, also attended the 
ceremony. 

“T was pleased to play my 
role in convincing the Congress 
to come up with funds for this 
facility,” Costello said. 
“Hopefully this will bring in 
visitors from all over the 
country.” 

He said the exhibits will 
“i}lustrate life on the 
Mississippi, life in the River 
Bend and many things that 
make up life in this part of the 
country.” 

The group toured the empty 
visitors center, which includes 
a large main exhibit hall, a 
theater, a “distance learning” 
classroom with Internet 
access, gift shop and 
administrative offices. 

The foundation will seek $3 
million in corporate and 
private donations ; another $2 
million will be raised from 
public sources. 

Jacoby said the foundation 
has only a vague idea of what 
the exhibits will be but that 
they will illustrate river 
history, environment, culture 
and transportation. 

“These will not be static 
exhibits,” Jacoby said. ‘They 
will be very interactive, the 
kinds of things children 
enjoy,” 

Education is a major aspect 
of the foundation’s goals. 
Representatives of school 
districts and colleges are part 
of the group. 


Anderson said the visitors 
center will be one of 11 
regional centers in the nation 
and the only full-scale corps’ 
center on the Mississippi. 

The foundation already has 
begun discussing expansion of 
the visitors center to the 38 
acres around the site, but 
there are no specific plans, 
Jacoby said. 

One idea calls for a working- 
scale model of the upper 
Mississippi. 

The board includes: Jacoby; 
Harmon; Don Miller, president 
of the River Bend Growth 
Association; Ben D. Allen, 
attorney and member of the 
Grafton Business and Tourism 
Association; Doug Arnold, 
president of the Greater 
Alton/Twin Rivers Convention 
and Visitors Bureau; Dale 
Chapman, president of Lewis 
and Clark Community College; 
David E. Pfeifer, professor of 
philosophy at Principia 
College; Phil Schwin, president 
of Wood River Refining Co. ; 
Walter J. Sharp, managing 
supervisor at 
Fleishman-Hillard 
International Communications; 
and Carol J. Valenta, vice 
president of the St. Louis 
Science Center.

Fox. As if these studios didn’t make enough 
from the joint production of ‘‘Titanic,” whose 
revenues sloshed into the summer season, they 
had the best-performing lineup of summer 
movies, with Paramount's ‘‘Deep Impact” and 
“The Truman Show” and Fox’s “Dr. Dolittle,” 
“The X-Files” and ‘‘There’s Something About 
Mary.” 

WINNER: The Farrelly Brothers, whose 
“There’s Something About Mary” proved that 
there’s something about gross-out humor — as 
long as it’s funny. The low-budget comedy 
from the makers of “Kingpin” and ‘Dumb and 
Dumber” had movie-goers howling in spite of 
themselves. The sleeper hit of the summer 
found laughs in all the wrong places, from gay 


sex to a very creative kind of hair gel. Box 

office: nearly $100 million and holding strong. 

LOSER: The other comedies. Even the 
creative forces behind ‘‘Airplane!”” couldn't 
squeeze chuckles out of sports and organized 
crime. “BASEketball” and “Mafia” fell far 
short of the gut-splitting humor of “Mary,” 
which was released around the same time. Box 
office: $6.7 million for “BASEketball,” $18.5 
million for ‘‘Mafia.” 

WINNERS: Jim Carrey and Eddie Murphy. 
Carrey’s restrained performance (for him, 
anyway) as the unwitting star of his own

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Local bands are focus of TV show 


Overland man is instrum

Not all television shows are 
produced in fancy studios in 
metropolitan high rises. 

Rod Sherrell of Overland has 
been producing a television 
show from a high-tech van and 
his basement studio for more 
than two years. 

“We are set up with 24-track 
audio capability and we can 
multi-switch up to eight 
cameras,” Sherrell said. “The 
truck allows us to go to the 
venue and run our snake in 
without having to spend hours 
and hours setting up all the 
equipment.” 

Among other projects, 
Sherrell’s company, Remote 
Control, produces MidCoast 
Mania, a one-half hour show 
featuring local musicians. 

The show, which is paid 
programming, recently quit 
airing on KPLR-TV (Channel 
11) in July but Sherrell plans 
to begin broadcasting again 
Sept. 26 in a 1:35 a.m. time 
slot on KDNL-TV (Channel 30). 

“Right now I have about 50 
percent of the advertisers I 
need so I’m confident I'll go

ahead with it... ,” Sherrell 
said. “KDNL is also a better 
match to our demographic 
audience. Any market trying 
to reach 13- to 30-year-old 
audience can find them 
watching our show.” 

Sherrell said MidCoast 
Mania, while airing on KPLR, 
received good Nielsen ratings, 
reached a high of 100,000 
viewers and often placed No. 1 
in its early morning time slot. 

The show grew out of 
Remote Control’s live audio 
recordings of local bands from 
its studio-equipped van. 

“We needed to be isolated 
(from the live sound) but that 
meant we couldn’t see so we 
bought a camera basically for 
surveillance,” Sherrell said. 
“And the very first band asked

if we could give them a copy 
of the tape.” 

Almost overnight, Sherrell’s 
crew was in the video business 
and had accumulated a large 
catalog of local music. 

The show originally aired as 
“Spotlight Video” from 1991 to 
1997. In 1995, the show was 
renamed “MidCoast Mania” 
and moved to KPLR with a 
new host, Matt Myers of 
Richmond Heights. 

“The best American music 
has always come from the 
Midwest and they (Midwest 
musicians) have to leave to 

et their fame and fortune,” 
Sherrell said. ‘And we thought 
it would be great if they could 
get the exposure here,”

Louis has appeared several 
times on the show. 

“It’s helped me get my 
music to more people than it 
normally would get to,” John 
said. ‘“‘A lot of people see me 
on the streets and will say 
they saw me on MidCoast 
Mania — I mean strangers, 
not just my friends.” 

Myers sometimes interviews 
musicians on the show. That 
training is invaluable, Sherrell 


aid. 

“They get to look at it 
themselves and say, ‘If I’m 
ever on MTV, I'll never say 
that’,”” Sherrell said. 

The show features bands that 
perform original “modern” 
music including rock and roll, 
rap, country and jazz. 

“We'd like to see it happen 
where people can appreciate 
all forms of music,” Sherrell 
said. “I think there is truly 
something within every genre 
that you can like. 1 used to 
say, ‘I don’t like rap,’ but I 
have since heard some rap 
tunes that I like.” 

In addition to Sherrell and 
Myers, Cat Cacciatore of 
Wildwood and Ryan Schlueter 
of West Alton complete the 
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ental in showcasing area talent on KPLR- 


show’s crew. 

“Byveryone on our crew does 
at least 10 jobs,’’ Sherrell said. 
“Tf we were a NBC affiliate we 
would probably have about 10 
or 15 people doing what we're 
bt 
Schlueter, Sherrell’s 
17-year-old nephew, maintains 
the show’s website and has 
been shooting camera since 
age 11. Schlueter is well on his 
way to a career in video and 
audio production. 

“J don’t think I could ever 
get away from it,” Schlueter 
said. “I have a big, long 
resume now with all the road 
trips and stuff we've done.” 

The crew has shot video at 
night clubs throughout the 
United States including New 
York, Los Angeles ani 
Nashville, However, the show 
continues to focus on the 
region from Chicago to New 
Orleans, and primarily on St. 
Louis. 

Sherrell hopes that one day i 
the show will reach | 
international syndication. 

“J would like to see 
MidCoast Mania be a format 
for a television revolution — 
where every major market has 
their own (local) MidCoast 
Mania,” Sherrell said. 

If there is one downside to 
Sherrell’s work, it would be his 
realization that St. Louisans 
simply fail to appreciate the 
variety and quality of music at 
their doorsteps. 

“Jazz, blues, you name it — 
it’s all here,” Sherrell said, 
“There's 230 to 250 bands you 
can go see any night of the 
week. It’s sad to say some of 
the very best bands I’ve ever 
heard are playing to 20 or 30 
people.”

board didn’t budge. 
“Then I said, ‘Guys, I can’t change the movie any more,’ ... 
/ and the studio stood up for me,” De Palma says, 

Blood and guts have never fazed De Palma, whose 
commercial breakthrough was the memorably bloody “Carrie’’ 
in 1976. As a teen-ager growing up in Philadelphia, he would 
watch his father — an orthopedic surgeon — operate on bones, 
install artificial femurs and amputate legs. 

De Palma, 57, has over the years drawn harsh reactions not 
only from the ratings board but from some critics and feminists. 
‘And there’s little middle ground about him. ‘ 

While admirers think he’s an inventive and daring stylist, his 
detractors have assailed his films as ultraviolent, misogynistic 
and derivative to the point of plagiarism. 

De Palma has always acknowledged the influence of Alfred 
Hitchcock and others on his work, and it has been years since 
he filmed anyone being chain-sawed to death in a shower or a 
woman tea ae with a huge power drill. 

“The times have changed,” he says. 

“Mission: Impossible,” his hit movie two years ago, didn’t 
contain the bloodiness or eroticism of his earlier works. 

Still, he doesn’t repudiate such films as “Dressed to Kill’ and 
“Body Double,” nor does he apologize for what he sees as the 
engaging depiction of damsels in distress. 
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and every year it gets better.” 

While Saldana is busy giving 
out autographs, those watching 
the show are busy giving him 
candy, flowers, poems, 
pictures and even videos of his 
performance. 

To keep up with the stunts 
he performs during the show, 
Saldana works out. 

“J notice a difference in my 
ability to do the show when I 
don’t work out,” Saldana said. 

Teaching gymnastics, 
cheerleading and tumbling at 
the Midwest Twisters in 
0’Fallon helps Saldana keep 
physically fit, Whenever time 
allows, Saldana is on staff at 
Midwest Twisters teaching 
children and teens of all ages. 

During his other wakeful 
moments, Saldana stays busy 
auditioning and acting with 
other theatrical groups and 
even performing smaller parts 
for television. 

This October, Saldana can 
be seen in the mini-series, ‘A 
Will of Their Own,” when he 
portrays a World War II 
captain. The scene was filmed 
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in Forest Park where Saldana 
worked closely with movie 
actress Leah Thompson. 

Saldana worked again with 
Thompson in June, playing the 
part of a Mexican migrant 
farmer, during a film-shoot at 
Eckert’s Orchards. 

Just this week, Saldana was 
called back to audition for a 
part in a play called ‘The 
Beckoning Torch,” being 
produced by a St. Louis 
theatrical organization. 

He is also a board member 
of the Collinsville Area 
Theatrical Society. The society 
just finished performing the 
musical “Grease” and is 
preparing to present ‘‘A Street 
Car Named Desire’ this fall. 

As if acting, being a 
stuntman and teaching isn’t 
enough, Saldana also 
choreographs. In fact, the last 
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two years, he assisted in the 
choreography of Robin Hood. 

So. just when did Saldana get 
his start in his acting 
endeavors? It all started at the 
age of six when he portrayed a 
hunter in the story of 
Rumpelstiltskin. 

Then, at the age of 12, he 
experienced his first 
professional acting experience, 
when he earned a part in a 
March of Dimes commercial. 

And just what are Saldana’s 
future goals? 

“Dennis just wants to work,” 
Saldana said, 

He also hopes to turn young 
children on to Shakespeare 
when he and Todd Gillenardo, 
the sheriff of Nottingham, 
form a children’s touring 
theatrical company that will 
be loosly. based on 
Shakespeare. 
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
